Found New Species of Microbes. 
A new species of microbes, the ac- 


tion of which has developed a new 
form of disease, has been developed 
by Mme. Victor Henri, a bacteriologist 
She subjected the baccilll of anthrax 
to ultra violet rays, which changed 
their nature and shape.

modified bacilli were injected Into

TWO' ATTEMPTS ARE MADE 


Bomb Thrown at Their Motor Car la 


Blocked by Duke—Later Another 


Man Uses Pistol With Fatal 


Effect—Assassin Is Well 


Coached. 


Sarayevo, Bonia, June 29 —Emperor 


Francis' Joseph's long reign again wns 
darkened yesterday by the assassina- 
tion of Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
heir to the Austro-Hungarian throne, 
and his morganatic wife, the Duchess 
of Hohenberg 


They were shot and killed while 


driving through the streets of Sara- 
yevo, the Bosnian capital, by a Servian 
student, who narrowly escaped lynch- 
ing at the hands of the infuriated pop- 
ulace who had gathered to honor the 
visit of the archduke 


Two attempts weie made on the 


lives of the royal party 
A bomb was 


thrown at their motor oar, which was 
waided off by the archduke, and his 
car passed before it exploded under 
the next car, which contained two of 
his aids, who were slightly injured. 


Later on a man, said to be a young 


Servian student, fired two shots at the 
royal car, and the archduke and the 
duchess were killed. 


With them at the time was the gov- 


ernor of the city, wty> escaped injury 
The bodies of his murdered compan- 
ions collapsed across him and pro- 
tected him. 


Latest of Many Murden. 


This adds another sad chapter to 


the life of the aged emperor, Francis 
Joseph, during whose reign many grim 
tragedies have occurred. 


The Archduke Francis Ferdinand 


and the Duchess of Hohenberg started 
out this morning In their automobile 
to attend a reception in their honor at 
the town hall. 


Suddenly a man named Gabriono- 


vics, who was standing among the 
crowd on the sidewalk, threw a bomb 
at the royal car. 


The archduke saw It coming and 


warded it off with his arm, and the 
bomb fell to the street 
It did not 


explode until after the archduke's car 
had passed 


Colonel and Count Wounded, 


When the explosion occurred It re- 


sulted In the wounding of Col. Morizzl, 
a*d de camp to the archduke, and 
Count BOBS' Waldeck, who occupied 
the car Immediately behind that of the 
archduke. 


Six persons among the spectators 


were more or less seriously injured. 


The bomb was filled with nails and 


lead filings, and the explosion was vio- 
lent 
The iron shutters on many 


shops were pierced by 'flying frag- 
ments and iron railings were shat- 
tered. 


The archduke immediately ordered 


his chauffeur to stop the car. He 
made inquiries as to what had hap- 
pened and gave orders to have the in- 
jured attended to. 


Gabrinovics sprang into the river 


Mlljachka In an effort to escape, but 
witnesses of his crime plunged after 
him and seized him. 


Duchesi Pleads In Vain. 


Following the explosion of the bomb 
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A Century Ago. 


One hundred years ago the popular

Rebuke to Burgomaster. 


The royal party entered tho hall 


and tbe mayor was about to begin Ills 
address when Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand interrupted him, and In an 
angry manner said. 


"Herr Burgomaster, it is perfectly 


scandalous 
We have come to Sara- 


yevo on a visit and a bomb is thrown 
at us " 


Here he paused a moment and then 


said: 


"Now you may go on " 
• 


Assassin a Good Marksman. 


After making the rounds of tbe 


town hall, which occupied half an 
hour, the archduke and the duchess 
started for the garrison hospital to 
visit Colonel Monz'/l, who had been 
taken to the hospital in a carriage 
after being wounded by the bomb 


As the royal car reached the corner 


or Rudolf street, a man named Gaviio 
Prinzip, who was on tho sidewalk, 
Ilred two pistol shots at the archduke 
and the duchess., 


The man, who was only a short dis- 


tance from the car, was a good marks- 
man 
The first shot struck tho duch- 


ess of Hohenberg low down on the 
right side, while the second bullet hit 
the archduke in the neck, near the 
throat, and pierced the jugular vein 


Assassin Well Coached. 


The fact that the assassin aimed 


directly at the archduke's head leads 
the police to believe that the killing 
la the result of a well planned plot 
Francis Ferdinand always wore a bul- 
let-proof jacket under his outer gar- 
ments. 
This was supposed to be a 


closely guarded secret known to only 
those within the immediate circle of 
the archduke 
If this fact was not 


known to the assassin, the police be- 
lieve,'he would have aimed for tho 
body of his victim instead of at the 
smaller target, the archduke's head. 


The duchess became unconscious 


Immediately and fell across the knees 
of her husband. The archduke lost 
consciousness in a few seconds after 
he was hit 


MuCder Result of Plot? 


The murders occurred with such 


rapidity that many persons near the 
scene did not even hear the shots. 


According to some accounts, Prinzip 


fired several shots, but only two were 
effective. 
These witnesses said he 


was hiding behind a house and dart- 
ed forth as the royal car passed. He 
actually climbed onto the car, accord- 
Ing to one story, and the fact that no 
one stopped him Is taken to Indicate 
that the assassination was tbe result 
of a carefully planned conspiracy. 


This theory Is supported by the 


fact that a few yards from the scene 
of the actual assassination of the arch- 
duke and duchess an unexploded bomb 
.was found 
It had evidently been 


thrown away by a third assassin aftc.' 
he had seen the success of the second 
attack on the royal couple 


Prinzip was seized by police almost 


as soon as he had fired the fatal shots. 
Only protection by the officers pre- 
vented him from mobbing by the great 
crowd which had collected 


The assassins were interrogated by 


the police and both seemed to glory In 
their exploit 
Prinzip said ho had 


studied for a time at Belgrade 
He 


declared he had long intended to kill 
some eminent person from Nationalist 
motives 


He was awaiting the archduke at a 


point where he knew the automobile 
would slacken speed, turning Into 
Franz Josef strasse. The presence of 
the duchess In the car caused him to 
hesitate, but only for a moment. Then

ister to Austria-Hungary, called on the 
archduke and expressed doubts at to 
the wisdom of bis journey. 


The minister said the country was In 


a. most turbulent condition and the 
Servian part of tho population might 
organize a hostile demonstration. H« 
added that even if the archduke went 
himself he ought not to take his wife, 
as Bosnia wns no place for women In 
Its piesent condition 


Aa a matter of fact, the people of 


Sarayevo displayed Servian flags when 
the announcement was mado of the 
proposed visit of the archduke and 
duchess and tho local authorities had 
great difficulty In removing them be- 
fore the state entry of the royal party. 


Aifger Turns to Sorrow. 


The mui dor, however, changed this 


feeling to one of sorrow and regret, 
and anti-Servian demonstrations began. 
The crowds, knelt In the streets and 
sang tha national anthem. 


Throughout the day weeping women 


were to bo scan In groups, while great 
crowds surrounded tho spots whcru 
the bomb exploded and whero the 
fatal shots were flred.

Place* Blame on Servian!. 


The mayor of Sarayevo Issued a 


proclamation to the residents of tha 
city denouncing the crime and declar- 
ing that by the confessions of the a^ 
sasslns It was shown beyond all doubt 
that the bomb thrown at tho arch- 
duke's car came from Belgrade. 


There was a special session oJ 


mourning of the Bosnian diet this aft- 
ernoon 
Four national members oi 


Servian 
nationality who attended 


were ostentatiously dressed In light 
clothes. 


The officials of Sarayevo mako tha 


excuse for their lack of precautions 
to prevent such a tragedy by paying 
that they had not received sufficient 
notice that the visit of the archduka 
was of an official character, and there- 
fore they had not taken the same care 
as when tho Enperor Francis Joseph 
visited the plate. 


Spared Nothing, flays Emperor., 
Vienna, Jun« 29.—When newa ol 


the assassination of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand was Imparted to Emperor 
Francis Joseph, ho exclaimed: 


"Terrible! Terrible! I am spared 


nothing " 


Great fear Is felt of the effect which

Acting under a law of 1912, the 


New Jersey State Board of Health 
has issued the following rules, which 
are to be followed by all consump- 
tives in that State: 


1. All persona suffering from pul- 


monary tuberculosis (consumption) 
shall effectively destroy their sputum 
(spit). 


2. All persons Buttering.from run- 


ning sores due to any form of tuber- 
culosis shall burn all sailed dressings 
immediately after removal. 


3. The room occupied by a tuber- 


culosis patient shall hacve at least 
one outside window. 


4. No person suffering from pul- 


monary or other communicable form 
of tuberculosis shall handle food de- 
s'gned for the use of others except 
when necessary in the performance of 
household duties, unless the food.be 
wrapped in such a way as to protect 
it from contamination or unless some 
necessary subsequent process of pre- 
paration such as cooking will steril- 


ize It and prevent its carrying infec- 
tion to the consumer. 


5. The manufacturing of any kind 


of goods for commercial purposes or 
the performance of any work known 
as "shop work" in the home of any 
person suffering from pulinonarp or 
other communicable form of tuber- 
culosis, is prohibited, unless the pro- 
duct is such as can be sterilized, and 
unless sterilization is Cone iu strict 
accordance with the requirements 
of the local board of health.—Bulle- 
tin Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis As- 
sociation.

VALUE OF THE ROAD DRAG. 


Department of Agriculture |}rgu8 Its 


Use On Earth KomJu. 


Washington, D. C., June yo.—The 


road drag Is the simplest and least ox- 
pensive contrivance yet devised for 
maintaining earth roads, according to 
the experts in the United States de 
parlment of agriculture, who arc co- 
operatngi with state and county aur 
thorities in work for better roads. 


Properly used, the drag gives tbe 


needed crown to the road, smooths 
out ruts and other irregularities, 
spreads out puddles of water, thereby 
accelerating the drying of the road, 
and makes the surbaee more or less 
impervious to water by smearing over 
the so-called ores In the earth ma- 
terial. The cost of operation depends 
of course, upon local conditions and 
the thoroughness with 
which 
tho 


work is done. It is safe to say, how- 
ever, that it is less expensive than 
any other efficient system of upkeep. 


Farmers' Bulletin No. 597, ot the 


department of agriculture, discusses 
under the title of '"ihe Road Drag 
and How it is Used," the best meth- 
ods of maintaining earth roads in 
good condition by this simple device, 
In this bulletin, which has just been 
published, the department points out 
that more than 2,000,000 miles 'of 
public roads in the United Slates, 
only about ^«o,Oi.J miles have been 
given a hard surface. It Is true, of 
course, that a large part of the re- 
maining mileage consists of roads 
that are entirely unimproved, and 
that on roads of this class the drag 
is practically useless. There is a 
much larger mileage, however, that 
has Been partially improved, and it is 
on roads of this character—roads 
that have been crowned or drained, 
but have not a hard surface^—that the 
use of the drag is advocated. 


.In it.; simplesl lorm, the road drag 


consists of an ordinary log split In 
half and the two halves connected 
i,Ae the upright of a ladder by mean? 
of cross sticks or rungs sel in. The 
log bhould be about sevftn or eight 
inches in diameter, and from six lo 
eight feet in length. It is belter to 
have it of well-seasoned, hard, tough 
wdod. The two semi-cylindrical hal- 
ves of the log form the runners of the 
drag, and are usually syact-d from 
thirty to thirty-six inches apart. The 
front runner is always placed with 
the split surface to the wood faming 
forward, but the rear runner some- 
times has it rounded face in front 
This is done in order to incruasp 
th? smearing action of the drag as it 
passes over the surface of the roail.

In the first place he 
urged the election of Glfford Pin- 
chot as senator and Dean Lewis as 
governor because of their personal 
worth and M a rebuke to Republicans 
and Democrats as well as to carry out 
Progrenelve principles. 


The colonel tben paid hiu respects 


to the Wilson administration, assert- 
ing that the president and his sup- 
porters had utterly failed to keep their 
promised of reducing the coet of liv- 
ing and solving the trust question by 
their method of tariff reduction. 
The 


administration is pursuing a course, 
be said, that prevents the existence o: 
prosperity and that "does not offer a 
single serious or Intelligible plan for 
passing prosperity round should pros 
perlty, in spite of the administra 
lion's efforts, at some future time re- 
turn to our people." He declared the 
only course to follow with the trusts 
and the tariff Is to deal with both 
through administrative 
commissions 


of ample power. 


After 
expressing 
his 
well-known 


opinion of the Republican bosses and 
their action at the Chicago conven- 
tion, Colonel Roosevelt discussed at 
length the administration's anti-trust 
program and then set forth the Pro- 
gressive view of tbe business prob- 
lem. 


He said: 
"The Progressives are of 


the twentieth century. They face the 
facts of today. They are not afraid 
of power either in business or in gov- 
ernment. Their program will allow 
business concentration IE so far as 
such concentration gives social and 
economical efficient and good serv- 
ice. 
But it will also give the gov- 


ernment full power to see that busi- 
ness concentration does serve these 
necessary ends, and that It is not used 
for unfair competition of for monopoly 
or for the unfair treatment of labor or 
for any other anti-social end. 


"This is the only tenable position 


on the trust problem, for it faces the 
facts and does not try to turn back 
the hands of the clock. By long and 
disappointing 
experience we have 


had several cardinal facts hammered 
into us. 


"First, we cannot and do not want 


to destroy all corporations; we must 
have large units to do our work. 


"Secona, we cannot make every man 


compete with every other man; we 
cannot go back to 1850, etill less to 
1650. 


"Third, we cannot destroy monop- 


oly by attacking all forms of concen- 
tration whether monopolistic or not 


"Fourth, we cannot destroy real mo- 


nopoly by attacking its legal form. 
We must find out and take away the 
real 
economic basis of monopoly, 


which is a very different thing. 
f 


"Fifth, we can get no effective rre- 


sults through the courts with their 
slow and restricted procedure.1 


"Sixth, we must encourage honest 


business, and allow ihat business con- 
centration which vlll give the power 
necessary to serve us. 
This policy 


of the encouragement of decent bust- 
new is as Important to the welfare 
jf our people as Is our other policy of 
effective warfare against corrupt and 
unfair business. 


"Sventh, there muet be co-opera- 


tion among business men, among wage 
workers and among farmers. 


"The Progressive party is the only 


party which recognizes these facts." 


He extended the olive branch to the 


Republicans and invited all good citi- 
zens, regardless of party, to join in de- 
feating the Democratic party. 


Many In the large audience detected 


a huskiness in the speaker's voice. Mr. 
Roosevelt also seemed to realize the 
weakness of his vocal organs and re-

COLOR PROTOGRAPHY AT LAST 


British Experts Who Should Know 


Are Satisfied That the Process 


Has Been Discovered. 


What appears to be an almost per- 


fect process of c$or photography is 
at length announced. 
It gives re- 


sults by which oil paintings are repro- 
duced with startling fidelity. The 
process has been shown to the British 
Royal Photographic society and the 
Royal society. 


Five years ago Aaron Hamburger 


of London began to experiment for 
the production of photographs in nat- 
ural colors. 
After many failures he 


discovered a process which he now 
calls the "polychromide system," and 
which is already beginning to revolu- 
tionize photography and aJl business 
affecting colored reproductions. 


In the 
opinion of Sir William 


Crookes, who spent a day examining 
every detail of the process, the dis- 
covery IB the "greatest achievement 
in photography." Sir William Crookea, 
Sir Archibald Geikle, and the council 
of the Royal society are being photo- 
graphed by Mr. Hamberger. 


The autocbromes of the 
famous 


brothers Lumiere were under the dis- 
advantage of being incapable of re- 
production. 
Mr. Hamburger narrated 


how desperately he had tried every 
means to reproduce them. 
Palling, 


he Invented a new camera with spe- 
cial screens, which divided a beam of 
light into three colors, and the effect 
of the screens Is that no color save 
those desired find their way to the 
plate. 
/ 


By the air of three sensitive gela- 


tino-silver developing papers, which 
are printed under the red, yellow and 
blue printing negatives, the final pho- 
tograph in colors Is obtained, and the 
canvas effect of an oil painting la 
then easily produced.

New handkerchiefs are a riot of

NOVEL FANCIES IN FOOTWEAR 


Struggles Jf an Inventor. 


Sir Henry Bessemer, who was born 


101 years ago, was one of those inven- 
tors that ill luck pursued, and from 
whose clutches he finally escaped by 
indomitable perseverance. In 1833 the 
British government was losing $600,000 
a year by the fraudulent misuse of em- 
bossed deed stamps. Bessemer ren- 
dered this impossible by the use of 
perforated 
dies 
which 
dated 
the 


stamps. He presented the invention to 
the government, which forgot its prom- 
ise of a permanent appointment, but 
thanked him. His great invention in 
the manufacture of steel so impressed 
the ironmakers that they paid him 
$125,000 for licenses, and "wanted their 
money back." He had forgotten the 
proportion of fools to wiae men. It 
took him two years to render the proc- 
ess "fool proof," and he pressed his 
point home by the setting up of his 
factory In Sheffield. 


Liberty and the Colossus. 


There is very little difference in 


height between Bartholdi's Statue of 
Liberty on Bedloe's Island and that 
given of the 
famous "Colossus of 


Rhodes." Liberty measures 162 feet 
from the base to the top of the torch, 
while the Rhodian statue was,ln height 
157 feet. Thus it will be seen that the 
Colossus overtopped the Liberty by 
only five feet. But this Is the largest 
estimate for the ancient figure. Ac- 
cording to some statements the Colos- 
sus was only 90 feet high.

The sea lion kept close to the boat, 


and Freeth swam out to the skiff from 
the wharf. He got aboard the boat, 
and waited an opportunity when the 
sea lion was close, then dove after 
him and managed to catch him by the 
tail.

Big Doses of Radium. 


Dr. A. Schuyler Clark of New York 


read a paper on the radium treatment 
of skin cancers before the United 
Medial Society of New York a few 


weeks ago in which he demonstrated 
by citing many cases of his own that 
radium is an efficient and satisfactory 
means with which to treat these le- 
sions if used In sufllcient quantity. 


The special point made by Dr. Clark 


was that all the cases treated by the 
single or massive dose method, that is 
to say, with one treatment of very 
high power, healed kindly, and none 
of them has recurred. He showed that 
many of the cases, when treated with 
repeated small doses, either refuse to 
heal or recur alter a short time. The 


scars left by the healing after one 
heavy dose are smooth, nearly level 
and show a minimum amount of de- 
formity. 


London Club* and Strangers. 


The Athenaeum club of London has 


rescinded its rule forbidding members 
to invite strangers to luncheon and 
dinner in its public rooms.
